Argentina’s $72 mil. bribe 


“The Sunday Times” 
‘has unearthed new evi- 
dence that Argentina won 
the 1978 World Cup after 
bribing Peru to lose an 
earlier game. 

With Argentina needing to 
win by at least four goals 
against Peru to pip Brazil fora 
place in the 1978 World Cup 
final, it Has been learnt that the 
match was fixed on the orders 
of the military junta in Buenos 
Aires. 

The bribe to Peru was paid 
in two forms. First, Argentina 
shipped 35,000 tonnes of free 
grain to the Peruvian port of 
El Callao on twaiships that ar- 
rived in July and August 1978. 
Then the Argentinian Cen- 








tral Bank agreed to extend a 
$US50 million ($72.4 million) 
line of credit to Peru. 

Details of the deal have been 
provided by a former senior 
civil servant who worked for 
the Argentinian junta and two 
football officials. All three 
wish to remain anonymous. 

They have claimed that the 
junta, headed by General 
Jorge Videla, fixed the match 
to ensure that Argentina, the 
host country, reached the 
World Cup. final. 

The match against Peru was 
fixed after direct negotiations 
between the Argentinian and 
Peruvian governments.

Careca, who scored five 
goals in aS many games, was 
one of the most disappointed 
players in the squad. 

“My head is Still burning, 
please don't ask me anything,” 
he said as he prepared for a 
night out with teammate Wal- 
ter Casagrande. 

Casagrande in his turn said 
this was not a time for talking 
“but a time to drown your sor- 
rows and get drunk.” 

Soccer idol Pele summed up 
the country’s feelings: “It’s sad, 
really very sad. It made me 
want to cry," he said. 

Men like Junior, Brazil's Ttal- 
ian-based midfielder whose 
32nd birthday celebrations are 
certain to be muted as they fall 
on World Cup final day, know 
all that is left now is to seek 
glory at club level. 

He said: “For a whole gener- 
ation the last hope of winning 
the World Cup has gone out of 
the window. 

“It’s so cruel. This was the 
crunch match, the real final. 
France must win the trophy 
now.” 

Zico, an idol who passed the 
700 goal mark in his career un- 
der four months ago, faces the 
music back home after his 
missed penalty in the 74th min- 
ute, a couple of minutes after 
coming on as a_ substitute, 
proved the turning point in the 
match. 

The 33-year-old, who then 
converted his penalty in the 
shoot-out just to add to his frus- 
tration, Sought no excuses but 
said simply: 

“France must know just how 
we feel, They went through it 
in Seville four years ago. These 
penalty shoot-outs are just like 
Russian roulette.” 

Defender Branco, who, at 
22, still has more World Cup 
chances to come, added a 
warning for France as he 
said: “The favorites like the 
Soviet Union, Denmark and 
now us have all gone out one 
after the other. So why 
shouldn’t the French go the 
same way?” 

Four years ago in Spain, 
West Germany emerged trium- 
phant over Spain from a sem}- 
final after spot kicks were used 
to separate Téains for the first 
time in World Cup history. 

France were the unlucky 
ones, losing the shoot-out 5-4 
when a pulsating game ended 
3-3 after extra time.

The doctor eased upfield, 
took his normal two steps and 
Stunned the green and yellow 
bedecked stadium by hitting a 
tame shot which French goal- 
keeper Joel Bats was able to 
punch away. 

Five kicks later, France's 
Bruno Bellone stepped up and 
slammed his kick against the 
post.

Crestfallen Mexicans did 
their best to digest the dramat- 
ic defeat which brought a 
three-week national holiday to 
a shuddering stop. 

It was almost an act of tele- 
vised self-destruction and was 
witnessed with horror by the 
entire country. 

Two Mexican players made 
a horrible mess of their penal- 
ties, while their West German 
opponents clinically converted 
theirs, ignoring whistles and 
jeers intended to disconcert 
them. 

The cruel shoot-out ended 
the quarter-final match and 
brusquely awoke millions of 
Mexicans from a dream of suc- 
cess which had grown more 
real by the day 

Faced with mounting eco- 
semic and social problems, 
which have quickly sent liv- 
img Standards spiralling 
down, even these with no in- 
terest im soccer were en- 
framced by their team’s 
Victories in the past time 
weeks. 

Wild scenes in the capital 
and major cittes greeted previ- 
ous triumphs and even Presi- 
deat Miguel de la Madrid was 
seen to sing along last week 
with MexicoS unofficial an- 
them, more famous by a brew- 
ery advertisement. 

in CUemanco, a southern 
Suburb of the capital, about 
5,000 people converged to 
watch one of the three giant 
open-air television screens 
constructed for the cup. 

A mournful wail rose from 
hundreds of plastic trumpets 
2s full-back Raul Servin fluffed 
his penalty, dooming the team. 
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“I knew it, I knew it, I knew 
he'd miss,"" muttered one 
young man in abject dejection 
as he joined the tide of people 
turning their backs on the 
screen and Starting to trudge 
home. 

All over the city, souvenir 
sellers were rapidly lowering 
their prices for Mexico T-shirts 
and trinkets. 

“We must learn from this,” 
said a television commenta- 
ter. “Now we must look to the 
economic crisis. There we 
must triumph. There we must 
take our penalties well.” 

Schumacher did much to re- 
pair his international image, 
damaged by an appalling foul 
in the World Cup semi-finals 
four years ago. 

Schumacher received huge 
cheers from the Monterrey 
crowd when he helped Mexi- 
can striker Hugo Sanchez, who 
was suffering from cramp dur- 
ing extra time or their quarter- 
final tie. 

Sanchez lay on the ground 
just outside the West German 
penalty area for several 
minutes while play went on. 

But at the first opportunity, 
Schumacher came out of his 
goal to stretch Sanchez’s leg, 
easing the pain, until the Mexi- 
can could be taken off for 
treatment. 

The West German goalkeep- 
er earned a reputation for bad 
sportsmanship during the 1982 
tournament in Spain when he 
rushed out of his goal and 
charged headlong into French 
player Patrick Battiston. 

Battiston ended up in hospi- 
tal and Schumacher at first re- 
{used to apologise. 

West German newspapers 
crowned goalkeeper Toni 
Schumacher “‘the hero of 
Monterrey” 

“Thanks Toni!” ran the 
headline in “Bild am Sonn- 
tag”. “Welt am Sonntag” de- 
clared Schumacher a hero 
and added: “These were the 
happiest moments in Toni 
Schumacher’s life”. 

Both newspapers, usually 
printed by early Saturday eve- 
ning, extended their deadlines 
to await the outcome of the 
match. 

The result appeared to have 
ended for the moment a run of 
press criticism about West Ger- 
many’s performance which 
reached its harshest after the 
side scrambled a 1-0 win over 
Morocco to reach the quarter- 
finals. 


Team manager Franz Beck- 
enbauer was quoted in an in- 
terview with ‘‘West am 
Sonntag” as saying he would 
have resigned if West Ger- 
many failed to reach the last 
eight. “It’s normal. If you 
have no success you have to 
go,” he said. 


Milutinovic was given an 
ovation by Mexican reporter 
when he-came into the post- 
match news conference. They 
cheered him again and 
chanted his name when he left. 


He said: “We began our 
preparations for the World Cup 
in Monterrey and so our cam- 
paign has ended here as well. 
My players have done their 
best but sometimes it is difi- 
cult to give the fans what they 
want.

Dealing with Maradona 
was always going to be a 
problem. Tackling him 
within scoring range was 
akin to challenging some- 
one carrying a live hand 
grenade — hit or miss, the 
result was always likely 
to be explosive. 

Not that Argentina came 
equipped to mount an immedi- 
ate offensive, starting the 
game with Paculli, a striker, on 
the bench, and Enrique re- 
called to stiffen the midfield. 
With Fenwick back after sus-

The second half began with 
an isolated outburst of fighting 
at one end of the stadium 
where English and Argentinian 
supporters had been singing in 
more or less peaceful co- 
existence.

Under relentless questioning 
from newsmen after the 
match, Maradona acknow- 
ledged with a smile that the 
controversial goal was scored 
“a little with the hand of Diego 
and a little with the head of 
Maradona.” 

Referee Ali Ben Naceur of 
Tunisia allowed the goal in the 
5lst minute. Maradona scored 
his second goal four minutes 
later. 

The illegal goal did not 
dampen Bobby Robson’s 
praise for the little Argentine 
Star, “Maradona is marvel- 


lous for football. I didn't like 
the second goal but | admired 
it”, he said with a grin. 

Robson described Mara- 
dona’s second effort as a “mir- 
acle goal, magnificent. It was 
one of the most brilliant goals 
you'll ever see.” 

“We didn't do as well as we 
would have liked in the first 
hour bul we were not lacking 
in fighting spirit”, Robson said. 
“I must give credit to the Ar- 
gentine midfield who com- 
pressed us well. We were 
unable to move as’we would 
have liked.” - 

Argentine manager Carlos 
Bilardo was reluctant to single 
out Maradona as the game's 
Star but said: ‘‘What one has to 
praise about Maradona is his

Thousands of Argentines 
were out in the rainy streets of 
Buenos Aires honking horns, 
waving flags and throwing con- 
fetti to celebrate Argentina's 
win, 
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Years of midfield experience have 

paid off for Josimar in the World Cup 
where the lanky Brazilian defender 
scored two of the tournament’s most 
impressive goals, 

Josimar got the second goal in Brazil’s 4-6 
victory over Poland, sprinting past one de- 
fender and then working around two more 
before hitting an angled shot past the goal- 
keeper and into the roof of the net. 

In Brazil’s 3-0 win over Northern Ireland, 
Josimar collected the ball 36-metres out and 
blasted a drive over Pat Jennings and into 
the top right hand corner of the net. 

Josimar is a tenacious marker and a dura- 
ble zone player who meves up faster than 
most defenders when he sees an opportunity. 

Josimar, 24, also plays full back for Bra- 
zil’s First-Division Botafogo of Rio.

The closed fist that is Maradona, punched hole after 
hole in Uruguay’s defence but goalkeeper Fernando 
Alvez managed to plug all but one. 

Uruguay, which once promised so much, headed home without 
having won a single World Cup match. 

The man who made the difference was ‘Maestro” Diego Mara- 
dona and Argentina manager Carlos Bilardo set the little magician 
up on a pedestal when he said; “Today Diego Maradona was an 
example for all youth in Argentina. 

“The youngsters back at home can be proud and should try to 
follow in his footsteps.” 

“He was the heart and soul of the team,” said Bilardo. “But the 
first thing I did after the game was to congratulate all my 
players.” 

“IT know how much tension there is when we play Uruguay, but 
they all managed to play it down.” 

Maradona did everything but score a goal. That feat was 
achieved by Pedro Pasculli four minutes from half-time, 

But the 25-year-old captain was a tireless provider, feeding a 
superb cross for Valdano, who should have headed an opening 
goal in the 11th minute, and supplying countless bullets which 
Pasculli contrived to misfire throughout the rest of the game. 

Argentine sports columnists later criticised Uruguayan coach 
Omar Borras for allowing his team to play soccer in the World Cup 

‘only when It was too late. 

“Borras remembered that the object was playing soccer when 
all was lost,” 'Clarin’ newspaper columnist Juan de Biase said. 

“He sent in ‘Polilla’ Da Silva and Ruben Paz (both attackers), 
without having dared to do it from the beginning, having put all of 
his cards on a strictly defensive game,” de Biase said. 

‘Le Nacion’ columnist Ernesto Muniz said once Paz came on in 
the second half, the Urguayans began to break through the Argen- 
tine defence from the wings and threatened a goal two minutes 
from time on a shot by Enzo Francescoli. 

Muniz said Borras had “without explanation” overlooked Paz in 
Uruguay’s previous matches. 

The match ended in near farce as driving rain, thunder and 
lightning made play almost impossible. 

Pasculli scored the game’s only goal in the 42nd minute. 

Argentina Jaunched a move down the right. 

The ball was driven into the area where Uruguayan defender 
Eduardo Acevedo misread striker Jorge Valdano’s challenge and 
hit the ball into the path of Pasculli, who guided the ball home 
from six metres. 

The goal followed constant Argentine pressure with Maradona 
carving openings on both sides of the Uruguayan defence. 

Maradona, closely marked by his opposing captain Jorge Barri- 
os, made one brilliant run after only 10 minutes but his pinpoint 
centre was wasted by Valdano. 

Ten minutes later he hit the bar with a thunderous 30-metre free 
kick which left Alvez hopelessly beaten, and later had a goal 
disallowed.

He might have had a second 
goal in the 29th minute when 
he struck a free-kick from just 
outside the area which Galli 
did well to tip away from the 
right hand top corner of his 
net. 

But Platini was no one-man 
band and was ably supported

Italian coach Enzo Bearzot tried out 72 
players over four years in an effort to find 
the right combination of new names for 
the 1986 World Cup.

Only striker Alessandro Altobelfi man 
himself with four goals in the first round, 
for a defending champion. 

Italy played 1-17 draws with Bulgaria and Argentina and edged 
South Korea 3-2 to reach the knockout second round. 

Aware of the team’s inherent weakness before coming to 
Mexico, Bearzot made a desperation move, calling up Rossi and 
Tardelli even though both sat out most of the Italian league 
season with various injuries and poor form. 

Sut the plan did not work. 

A month of training cured their injuries, but they did not have 
the conditioning for the tough battles of the World Cup. 

They were left off the field — Tardelli on the bench and Rossi 
not even on the list of substitutes.

What a way to lose — to a free kick only three 
minutes to the end. Morocco, make no mistake, had an 
excellent chance to win this game because it would 
have had a lot left in extra time and goalkeeper Badou 
Zaki almost certainly would have beaten the Germans 
in a penalties shoot-out. ; 

Zaki already had made two brilliant saves, and Morocco’s inter- 
passing game was wearing the Germans to a frazzle. 

Midfielder Lothar Matthaeus scored with an 88th-minute 
free-kick to end Morocco’s challenge. 

Matthaeus, who had been the Germans’ most enterprising play- 
er, drove a low shot round the Moroccans’ hastily assembled wall 
five metres outside their penalty area. 

The ball found the gap on the right of the wall and flew low into 
the bottom corner of the net. 

At the time it appeared Morocco had done all that was required 
to frustrate and contain the physically more powerful West Ger- 
mans and take the match into extra time. 

There was obvious sympathy for the defiant Africans, the first 
team from that continent to reach the second round, who had 
battied heroically but without any final reward. 

The Germans, who have never failed to reach at least the last 
eight in nine finals, must have had visions of a repeat of their 
embarrassing defeat by Algeria in 1982 as they fought to wrest 
control of the game. 

For all their pressure, they were able to create only two clear- 
cut chances, one In each half, and towards the end were reduced 
to bickering among themselves with Matthaeus and Karl-Heinz 
Rummenigge carrying on a running argument following one 
misunderstanding. 

The Germans’ best opportunities came in the final minute of the 
first half when Zaki made an astonishing reflex save from Rum- 
menigge after a cross from Allofs had eluded the defence and 
found him unmarked at the far post. 

Their second clear opening came in the 87th minute when Allofs 
cut in from the right and supplied Matthaeus with a chance to beat 
the impressive Moroccan goalkeeper from 15 metres. 

His low drive was blocked as the powerful Zaki.advanced and 
saved with his feet. 

In reply, the Moroccans were generally content to rely.on occa- 
sional breakaways, usually by Abdelaziz Bouderbala. 

But these came to very little and their best shooting opportuni- 
ties were from free-kicks around. the penalty box which were 
wantonly fired over the bar on three occasions by the normally 
immaculate Mohamed Timouml.

England has shown that is is 
capable of playing the ball on 
the ground and succeeding 
against world class opposition. 
Bobby Robson may come to be 
known as the man who effect- 
ed a minor revolution in style 
as far as the England Interna- 
tional team is concerned, irre- 
spective of how far England 
goes in these finals. 

Several thousand England 
fans were among the crowd in 
the giant 115,000-capacity Az- 
tec Stadium, which appeared 
to be at most threequarters full 
although officially the attend- 
ance was given as nearly 
100,000. 

As the Mexican fans left the 
stadium, the English support- 
ers Stayed to take on the offi- 
cial music at the stadium, 
providing their own rendition 
of: “You'll never walk alone”. 

Hoddle, who long has shone 
for his club Tottenham Hot- 
spur but rarely done the same 
for his country, was in remark- 
able form against Paraguay. 

His curling pass across the 
penalty area in the 32nd min- 
ute was pushed back across 
goal by Hodge and Lineker was 
there to prod the ball home. 

Lineker, still playing with a 
cast on his left wrist after bad- 


ly spraining it @ month ago, * 


nearly made it 2-0 a minute 
later. 

He met a cross from Beards- 
ley and crashed a first-time 
shot that brought a fine reflex 
save from big Paraguayan 
keeper Roberto Fernandez. 

Ironically it was Paraguay 
which should have been one-up 
on the half-hour mark.

But it was in the second half 
that England found its rhythm, 
helped by the fact that it was 
given more space as Paraguay 
came out to seek the equaliser. 

In the 56th minute, a Hoddle 
corner from the right found big 
defender Butcher on the edge 
of the box. 

Butcher fired a right food 
shot which Fernandez could 
not hold and Beardsley was on 
hand to make it 2-0. 

From then on, it was all over 
bar the shouting although the 
South Americans were unlucky 
not to be awarded a penalty in 
the 59th minute. 

Striker Roberto Cabanas got 
the break of the ball 10 metres 
out and had a clear shot at goal 
when he appeared to be hauled 
down by English defender Al- 
vin Martin. 

Syrian referee Jamal Al- 
Sharif’s decision to wave play 
on brought angry protests 
from the Paraguayans who 
pushed and shoved him for 
five minutes until a linesman 
and a FIFA official helped re- 
store order. 

The Paraguayans’ inner ten- 
sion was punished in the 72nd 
minute by Gary Lineker, 
whose fifth goal of the tourna- 
ment took him to the top of the 
goalscorers’ chart. 

Hoddle, in majestic form, 
threaded a pass through the 
offside trap to substitute Gary 
Stevens of Tottenham Hotspur 
and Lineker gleefully convert- 
ed his cross, sending England 
into a quarter-final showdown 
with Argentina. 

Manager Robson, asked by 
an Argentine journalist for his 
views on facing Argentina for 
the first time since the Falk- 
lands War, replied: “I’m a foot- 
ball manager — don't ask me 
that sort of question.” 

Robson said that England 
had played exceptionally well 
defensively against the 
Paraguayans. 

“There was quite a lot of in- 
timidation going on but we 
kept pushing forward and 
didn’t get involved. That 
helped us enormously,” he 
said. : 

Paraguay coach Cayetano 
Re commented: “I belive our 
experience in the World Cup 
has been good considering our 
means, It was our objective to 
get to the second round and we 
got there.” 

“England played an excel- 
lent game. The Paraguayan 
team was not accustomed to 
playing against such close 
marking. There was not any

It was typical of Gary Lineker that only minutes after 
leading his team to victory over Paraguay he was mod- 
estly praising the rest of the team. 

“It’s a bit of a dream come true... but it is really down to a 
great performance by all the other lads in the team and not just 
my goals. All I had to do was tap them in,” he said. 

Lineker’s deadly finishing on the pitch has always been ac- 
companied by an unassuming off-field manner which has made 
him popular with the media, his team-mates and opponents, 

Lineker was born in the English Midlands city of Leicester 
where his family still runs a market fruit and vegetable stall. 

As a boy he supported Leicester City, idolising its young 
goalkeeper Peter Shilton, and it was inevitable that he should 


He now shares a hotel room on tour with the veteran England 
keeper and says he has learnt much from the “Elder States- 


But not even Shilton, the 
master craftsman, could 
teach Lineker his lighting re- 
flexes, eeuine pace and cou- 
rageous finishing inside the 
penalty area, 

Lineker left Leicester for 
Everton in 1985 for $1.77 mil. 


He repaid Everton’s invest- 
ment handsomely, scoring 30 
goals last season in the Eng- 
lish first division, 4@ in all 
competitive senior matches, 
and won two awards as player 
of the year. 

He also hit a hat-trick for 
England in its qualifying vic- 
tory over Turkey. 


When he arrived in Mexico, 
his arm in plaster after injur- 
ing his wrist curing England’s 
warm-up win in Canada, he 
was expected to provide the 
finishing touch to ammuni- 
tion supplied by A.C. Milan’s 
Mark Hateley, and Totten- 
ham’s Chris Waddle and 
Glenn Hoddle. 


But nothing went right and 
in England’s first two match- 
es against Portugal and Mo- 
recco, Lineker failed with the 
few half-chances that came 
his way. Then he cut loose. 

“It’s not something I wor- 
ried about. If tuck goes 
against me for a while I usual- 
ly go out and get my hair cut. 
That does the trick.” 

Optimistically, he planned 
his summer wedding for July 
5, a week after the World Cup 
final. 

He hoped a winner’s medal 
would make a satisfactory 
wedding present for his flan- 
cee Michelle.
